Health Official Believes Epidemic Is 


Checked Because of No New 


Cases Developing 


FIRST CASE TWO MONTHS AGO 


That the smallpox . situation was 


much brighter 
today was evident 


from the statement made by Dr. J. 


Kinsinger, health oflicer, who de- 


clared that it is his belief that the 
would-be epidemic had been definite- 
ly checked. 


With only two families 
quaran- 


tined and no new cases reported fox 
two days, the outlook for a speedy 
stamping out of the disease is ex- 
ceedingly good. The fact that 
the 


disease in its present form lacks' the 
qualities* which 
renders 
it Ivghly 


contagious, is evident from tlu- fact 
that the first case, which is now .be- 
lieved yto have been" smallpox, dates 
back to the last of May. Li t!ie six 
weeks which elapsed since that time, 
it is believed by the health officials 
that the disease would have taken 
on a more serious form if in its pre- 
sent 'form, it contained any qualities 
of the highly contagious germs.
